Claim Rejection under 35 U.S.C 102 (b) 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States, 

2. Claims 1 -29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Dupuis (EP 
684041; 1 1/29/95). Dupuis teaches a hair treatment composition comprising water, lower 
alcohol, non-volatile silicones, fluorinated oils (spreading agent), polysiloxane-polyoxyalkylene 
block copolymer (conditioning agent). Dupuis does not teach the instant amounts of ingredients. 
However, one having ordinary skill in the art would have been expected to determine the 
optimum amount of ingredients for the composition / product. One would have been motivated to 
do this in order to develop the most effective composition / method.
